Sixty thousand Navajos took the 
news calmly, but 300 of their white neighbors rushed out to buy 
-extra copies of the paper. 

The prediction came from an elderly medicine man who 
noted that the ants and squirrels had not bothered to store 
food for this so-far mild Winter. As a result, he concluded 
that next Winter would never arrive. 

His exact prediction was that Shiprock, a huge volcanic 
slab which can be seen for miles across the desert, would “blow 
big ship blow, go high in air, fall down on white man and 
John Collier.” Collier was Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
under the late President Roosevelt. 

The medicine man said the white man was to be punished 
because of his treatment of the Navajos (which once drew a con- 
gressional investigation) and because “the white man lives 
crazy-like.” . | 
The tribal leader indicated a few Navajos would survive | 
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the desert holocaust he predicted, and, that he would be among 
them. But he held out no hope for any of his white brethren. 

Townsfolk who plant crops half by Indian lore and half 
by seed catalogs indicated they were impressed. 

Editor George Bowra said he had known the medicine man 
for 40 years and that he held a high place in tribal councils, 
The elderly Indian knew nothing of Russia, atomic energy, 
A-bombs or H-bombs.

Lets Keep Up Our Vigilance 


Frequently—and the frequency seems 
to be increasing—the crime news from 
other cities makes us grateful the Atlanta 
area is free from an organized under- 
world. We don’t want to appear smug 
about it. But neither do we want our 
police and sheriffs to grow lax. That is 
why we like to bring up the matter often. 

Any. metropolitan area which allows 
gambling is letting itself in for trouble. 
Miami has found it out. So have other 
cities, including the nation’s capital, which 
last week: heard the report of a grand 
jury, which indicted 36 on gambling 
charges, declare the large sums of money 
obtained by professional gamblers “gives 
them the means whereby they constantly 
seek to carry on their illegal activities 
with a minimum of interference.” 

That simply means that gambling pro- 
vides the funds for payoffs to susceptible 
policemen and municipal officials. It 
brings in other vices which may be far 
worse than gambling in itself. 


The Mighty Oak Is in 


Magnolias may be in the Southern tra- 
dition but we've got a notion you will find 
the oak tree just as much loved. Particu- 
larly is that true of the giant water oak 


which, farther South, drapes itself in 
great curls of Spanish moss. 

But the oak has more than sentimental 
value in the South. It is one of our most 
important hardwoods from a commercial 
standpoint. Some of the best stands of 
valuable oak lie in North Geérgia. 

But the oak tree, unless something can 
be done about it, is on the way out. 

Already an invisible blight called oak 
wilt has ravaged parts of the West and 
North. It is creeping South and now is in 
the vicinity of Paducah, Ky., in that di- 
rection and is at the border of the Arkan- 
sas-Missouri line to the West. It is moving 
on Georgia at the rate of 50 miles a year.

‘What the Law 
Could Not Do’ 


* 
" Among a number of critical letters I have re- 
' ceived lately from Negroes is one from a univer- 
x sity teacher. He thinks .I am too conservative, 
that I am not liberal enough, that I am a gradualist and a defender 
of segregation, and so on. 

In other words, he thinks I am intellectually dishonest and 
intellectually venal, and I think him to be a fool of the all-or- 
nothing-right-now variety. I do not name him or his school, for 
the very good reason his school is an excellent one. It receives 
too little help and co-operation from the community as it is, and 
one a for it is because too often fools of the sort get into 
print. 

He employs a familiar technique. It was employed by Lillian 
Smith, for example, in her review of Hodding Carter’s book. She 
(deliberately, I assume, since there could hardly have been any 
misunderstanding) quoted him as saying things he emphatically 
did not say, distorting some of his statements. 
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: I do not suppose any honest person defends com- 
Segregation pulsory segregation as an institution. Certainly 
it is productive of much that is iniquitous. It is not democratic or 
American in principle. But a great many of us, including me, say 
that it cannot and should not be abolished by fiat or decree. And, 
furthermore, nowhere in the civil rights bill, even the omnibus 
bill, is it suggested the Federal Government so abolish it. A 
great many of us say that it would not be enforced if it were 
abolished. It is obvious that segregation is losing some of its 
edges in higher education, in travel and in the everyday business 
of life. So it is perfectly true that I have said, and believe, that 
ségregation should not be abolished by Federal fiats. There will 
_be degrees of it. There may come some such edicts in the matter 
of education, which will work itself out when it does come. I fol- 
low the Lincoln spirit and technique. I hope it is clear that I am 
against a Federal decree, and I hope it is understood none is sug- 
gested by the President. 


We ought to have an end to discrimination in 
Employment employment. Some sort of employment com- 
mission would be helpful. But I am against an FEPC with jail 
sentences as sanctions. I think if we ever start providing sepa- 
rate bureaus with enforcement police methods, we will create ‘a 
police state which no one will like. I want less police methods in 
government, not more. I do not see why’an FEPC under the De- 
partment of Labor with powers of investigation, conciliation, 
and so on, would not win wider acceptance than a “thou-shalt” bill. 
In fact, I know it would. 


This is a national problem, with the emphasis on us. There 
still exists segregation in more schools in the North than in those 
that do not have it. There still are counties in northern States 
which do not allow Negroes to live in them or even to remain in 
them overnight. Segregation and discrimination exist there, too, 
although, of course, on a generally lower level. I do not say this 
to accuse the North, but merely to illustrate that it is stupid 
and harmful to try to isolate the South as a single entity in which 
all evil and wrong exist. That is why there is more resistance. The 
Negro, having been and still being a whipping boy for Southern 
demagogues, ought to understand that a region reacts in the same 
manner as he does. : 


Law I would like to close with a quotation from Dr. Harry 

Emerson Fosdick, from an essay of his: “What the Law 
Cannot Do.” It is taken from his book, “On Being Fit To: Live 
With.” It reads: 

“In the eighth chapter of Paul’s letter to the. Romans a familiar 
verse begins with an arresting phrase: ‘What thé law could not do.’ 
The limitations of law, the things that legal regulation cannot 
accomplish—that should be worth considering in a generation like 
ours, so tempted to trust laws and more laws, government and 
more government, to save the world. 

“Now Paul honored law. As a Jew, the moral law laid down 
in Scripture had his full devotion, and as a Roman citizen he was 
bound to live under the most majestic structure of civil law the 
world had known.... 

“In the long run, the law can get out of the people no more 
goodness than there is inside the people. The law is much like 
a pump, and the water it pumps is the intellectual, moral and 
spiritual life of the people—no better, no worse. 

“Once in this country we had a prohibitory law concerning 
alcoholic liquors, constructed with all the precision of legality and 
backed by a constitutional amendment, but when it started work- 
ing, what did it pump? Just what was inside the people, no more, 
no less. However hard we worked the pump, it drew only what 
was in the people. In a generation trusting government for sal- 
vation, as few generations have ever done, we had better remem- 
ber that.”

It doesn’t seem to make any 
difference whether it is necessary or not and, as 
Mr. Cope brought out in his article, they think 
they are doing the people a favor but are only 
contributing to the erosion of our Georgia soil. 

LaVista Road has not been ditched for over 
10 years except by individual landowners.

In a telegram to every senator, Nathan Cowan, 
CIO Legislative Director, called the bill “an un- 
conscionable raid,” said it would enhance value 
of reserves owned by big oil companies by ten 
billions of dollars and characterized the amend- 
ment referred to above as merely investigation 
“after the act.” 

In connection with this measure, it is interest- 
ing that the FPC has a hearing scheduled March 
20 at Bartlesville, Okla., in a jurisdictional and 
rate investigation involving the Fhillips Petro- 
leum Company, one of the large natural gas 
producers and sellers. This will include sales to 
the newly constructed line of the Michigan-Wis- 
consin Pipe Line Company serving -he four States 
of Missouri, lowa, Wisconsin and Michigan. 

The FPC acted on complaints from the Wis- 
consin’ Public Service Commission and the Cor- 
poration counsel of Detroit. The former. com- 
plained that “no substantial basis” had been given 
for successive price increases which have taken’ 
place since the pipe line was projected in 1945

Now before expectant parents become alarmed at any new 
trend in the way of blessed-eventings in this community, they should 
be told that this is part of a new program local obstetricians are 
sponsoring for the American National Red Cross Regional Blood 
cen 


tér. 

Doctors have become convinced that persons even faintly likely 
to need transfusions in the foreseeable future are more respon- 
sible for blood being on hand than innocent bystanders who are 
only being neighborly. 

This is a real departure from the old way. 

In the past, the Red Cross has refused to put strings on the 
use of blood by suggesting that the recipients feel obliged to re- 
place it, either through their families or friends. Hospitals often 
used that method to keep their supply of fresh blood constant, but 
the Red Cross did not conceive its service in that fashion. That 
organization followed the idealistic theory that the possibility of 
saving a human life, even if it were that of a stranger, should be 
intentive enough to create standing-room-only conditions in the 
Blood Center. 

This philosophy worked fine during the war. Danger, death, 
Violence and fear moved the most phlegrnatic citizens to rush down 
and offer their blood wherever it was needed. 

Now that his changed. Somehow it has never been as com- 
pélling or as dramatic to provide life-giving blood to dying civilians 
as it was to endangered warriors, but as the popularity of blood- 
giving has waned, science has found more and more use for 
blood and blood derivatives. 


There have been times when the Red Cross has had te 
say no to patients in dire need of blood because the donors 
had dwindled te only a few of the faithful and generous. 


The Fulton County Medical Association, composed of the doc- 
tors who are the ones who prescribe the blood, has initiated a new 
program to change the Red Cross Blood Bank deposit from a deficit 
to a surplus as quickly as possible. 

Several new avenues of’ collection will be undertaken. A 
Rare Blood Club will be formed. Every patient scheduled for a 
major nonemergency surgical procedure will be asked to have at 
least one donor present himself to the Center, and families of 
emergency patients who use blood will be impressed with their 
moral obligation to replace such blood immediately after its use. 


Doctors hope women will not be alarmed at the little card 
requesting them to send a friend or relative to the Blood Center, 
because it will probably only be routine to them. 

The alarm should come, doctors suggest, if the card is not 


presented.

These industry folks were ex- 
tremely loyal to their products 
for we had egg, chicken and 
turkey very often.

OCALA, Fla—Being in the company of professional 
foresters it is impossible to get the matter of fire out of 
your mind or out of the conversation. Fire in the woods is | 
the constant threat in these parts and whereas the average | 
farmer Would take it as a matter of course and regret that 
it is burning, the professional forester knows its awful de- 
stroying power and is charged with the job of seeing that | 
it is kept out of the woods, if possible, or that it is put out | 
at the earliest moment if it does catch. 


The foresters keep themselves 
alert to the appearance or smell 
of smoke. Towers located at 
strategic intervals and a fores- 
ter is on watch constantly. He is 
equipped with communication 
facilities that reach at once into 
the dispatcher’s office. 


The dispatcher in turn alerts 
all crews located within the 
area and starts out the various 
crews with various kinds of 
equipment. The tower men have 
range finders which aid them 
in locating the exact spot where 
the fire or smoke appears. 


Even in recreation hours the 


foresters are observing the 
wind, its force and direction, 
and lamenting the fact that the 
area is very dry and that the 
wind is in just the right place to 
do the most damage. They re- 
mind you that one fire some 
years ago raced along at the 
devastating rate of 300 acres of 
timber per minute. This area is 
only now growing back into 
pine.
